H'erald dispatch says: According to the 
present programme 
Stanford 
B- Dole.. 


Governor oi Hawaii, is to go and Colo- 
nel Sam Parker is to become his succes- 
sor. 
Colonel Parker was the last prime 


minister of Queen Liliuokalani, and is 
probably the richest nmu in the islands. 
Furthermore, he is the father-i'i-law of 
Prince David, who, under the monarchy, 
was an heir to I.he throne, and royalty, 
so 1'nr as, possi-blc under a republic, thus 
gets recognition from President Koose- 
velt. 


This arrangement has been made here 


during the week and the first formal 
step toward cHrrying.it out was taken 
Saturday, when a letter written by Sec- 
retary Hitchcock at the president's sug- 
gestion was started for Honolulu, inti- 
mating to Governor Dole thut his resig- 
nation was desired. 
It will require a 


month or more to carry out the propos- 
ed change, but a radical digression from 
the present policy, which has been at- 
tended with much i'actionnl party strife 
in the last two or three years, is decid- 
ed upon. 


For some time- President 
Roosevelt 


has been seeking a better adjustment of 
affairs in the Hawaiian islands. The vig- 
orous factiotml strife there wus empha- 
sized almost us soon as he lud been in- 
atalled in the white house. 
The presi- 


dent has sought in his appointments lo 
select men as little identified with either 
faction as possible, and Colonel Parker 
is regarded n.- such a man. In a sense 
he is of the old royalist party, and.his 
prospective appointment will undoubted- 
ly cause much rejoicing among the .na- 
tive Ha\vaiians. although It will strike 
consternations to the more extreme mis- 
sionary clement. 


Besides his own large wealth ColomJ 


Parker has recently brought more riches 
under his family name, bj- marriage with 
Mrs. Campbell of Honolulu, one of the 
wealthiest ladies of the islands. They 
were married in Sun Francisco

weeks ago, and at the same time, her 
daughter. Miss Campbell was married to 
Prince David. -All four have

When the calf 
Is habitually taken from tbe cow be- 
fore it has had time to suck, the cow 
will come to her milk naturally and 
without resistance, snd this practice 
caneot IHJ too strongly recommended 
ns a constant rule in the dairy. When, 
however, the trouble has occurred and 
a remedy Is sought, we find how pow- 
erless we are-to strive with the natural 
instincts of an animnl excited to stub- 
born resistance. 
Soothing measures 


nnd perseverance or the use of the 
milking tubes is the only effective rem- 
edy. 


There Is »ucb a thins as having the 


barn arrangements such as wlllimake 
It pleasant snd asreoablo work caring 
for the stoc!c during our long •printers, 
or, on the contrary, for want of proper 
nrr.inseinents'lt may be made most dis- 
asreeuble nnd unsatisfactory, says E. 
R. Towle In American Cultivator. 


The stables ahonld be 
sufficiently 


wnrm, but not close and unvontllatocl. 
nnd there should be plenty of'lisht 'or 
nil purposes. A dark, low, bad smell- 
ing stable Is an abomination to man 
nnd beast and when the nights get 
co'.d or there are bad storms the cows 
will bo tnuch better off in the stable 
than out of doors and will exhibit 
their appreciation of such comfortable 
quarters by Rrent contentment and In- 
creased yield o-f milk. 


Another tiling. It is not wise to un- 


dertake to winter more stock than can 
be well kept and oared for. as this :s 
neither pleasant nor profitable.

This will be 
found ii most convenient arrangement. 
We flnd It better to ti« calves from six 
mouths to a year old in a stable, the 
same as other cattle. They learn to be-

The best type of Ayrshire Is a broad 


backed, deep bodied, short legged sort, 
with an udder of superior shape, being 
well extended lu front and carried up 
behind with a good curve. According 
to my observation, DO breed In America 
today will show more high class ud- 
ders, if as many, as Trill the Ayrshire. 
This perhaps is due to the fact that tbe 
breed is not so indiscriminately bred as 
are some breeds of wide distribution, 


Tbe Ayrshire In America. Is usually 


kept in Canada and the northeastern 
United States, there being but few in 
the west. It is a breed of hardy char- 
acter nad »eoms well suited to the 
more rugged portions of our country. 
This Is not a general purpose breed, but 
Is rather essentially a dairy type, capa- 
ble of eonoiderable milk production. A 
record of 7,000 pounds of milk a year 
is quite common, and many ot thi.i 
breed hare produced 0,000 and 10,000 
pounds. Princess Aldlne pre-duced, 1,V 
400 pounds, which Is the largest Ayr- 
shire milk record to my knowledge.

Whether one cqasiders the special 


manner iu which cows and all o.ther 
ruminants dispose of tueji'-feed cr rea- 
sons by analogy froai one's personal ex- 
perience-In eating and Its effect upon 
subsequent digestiou, the conclusion ap- 
pears to he irresistible that t*o frequent 
feeding of cattle is not conducive to 
prolong usefulness and profit whatever 
may be claimed for it for occasional 
spurts, says Hoard's Dairymau. Twice 
In twenty-four hours we consider often 
enough to feed cows, ~but where they 
have been accustomed to a noon fod- 
ilorlng ot some sort, just as men may 
be accustomed to a lunch between 
meals. It may not bo expedient to 
change. There is no' more necessity for 
feeding a cow between morning and 
evening than there Is to rise at mid- 
night and feed her.

t.v, N. V., says: "In 1888 my cows avo.L1- 
agecl 1,000 quart*'per cow, and the 
milk cost me 28-30 cents per quart.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—A Eeeord- 


Herald dispatch says: According to the 
present programme San ford B. Dole, 
Governor of Hawaii, i.s to go and Colo- 
nel Sam Parker i.s to become his succes- 
sor. Colonel Parker was the last prime 
minister of Queen Lilitiokalani, and is 
probably the richest man in the islands. 
Furthermore, he is the father-in-law of 
Prince David, who, under the monarchy, 
was an heir to the throne, and royalty, 
so far as possible under a republic, thus 
gets recognition from President Roose- 
velt. 


This arrangement has been made here 


during the week and the first formal 
step toward carrying it out was taken 
Saturday, when a letter written by Sec- 
retary Hitchcock at the president's sug- 
gestion was started for Honolulu, inti- 
mating to Governor Dole that his resig- 
nation was desired. It will require a 
month or more to carry out the propos- 
ed change, but a radical digression from 
the present policy, which has been at- 
tended with much factional party strife 
in the last two or three years, is decid- 
ed upon. 


For some time* President 
Roosevelt 


has been seeking a better adjustment of 
affairs in the Hawaiian islands. The vig- 
orous factional strife there was empha- 
sized almost as soon as he hud been in- 
atallcd in the white house. The presi- 
dent has sought in his appointments to 
select men as little identified with either 
faction as possible, and Colonel Parker 
is regarded a.s such a man. In a sense 
he is of the old royalist party, and.his 
prospective appointment will undoubted- 
ly cause much rejoicing among the na- 
tive Hawaiian.-;, although ft, will strike 
consternations to the more extreme mis- 
sionary element. 


Besides his own large wealth Colonel 


Parker has recently brought more riches 
under his family name, by marriage with 
Mrs. Campbell of Honolulu, one of the 
wealthiest ladies of the islands. They 
wero married in San Francisco 
a few 


weeks ago, and at the same time, her 
daughter, Miss Campbell was married to 
Prince David. -All four have been in 
Washington some days on a wedding 
trip.

As soon as the cages could be repair- 


ed, volunteers came forward. The first 
man to enter the mine, was Jap Tiniurell 
general superintendent of tlicr'-works. 
After him others followed, taking" their 
turns in going to the relief of the in- 
jured and dead. 


When the last of the missing men had 


been brought to the surface by these he- 
roic means, twenty-one mangled and 
burned bodies were laved together upon 
the floor of Shaft No. 2. This morning 
they were taken to the company's store. 
about a mile distant-, at the direction of 
the coroner. 


The Lost Creek mine, where the acci- 


dent occurred, was about 
ten 
miles 


south and one mile east of 
OsRaloosa 


and three miles northeast of Eddyville.

There 
wore 300 miners in the mine at the time, 
and all have got out except sixty who 
are entombed in bai'k parts of the side, 
shaft. 
• Lost Crock mine is located

the 


southern part part of Mahadu county 
and si owned by the Lost Creek Coal 
Mining company composed of Oskn.Ioosa 
capitalists. The town has a stub coal 
trax;k connect ing it with the Iowa Cen- 
tral but nil traffic of a passenger nature 
is made by means of a. wagon road. 


Telephone, connection with the Lost 


Creek has just been made and one of the 
foremen of the mine states that three 
of the four dead already taken out are 
James Humphrey, Daniel Fish .and James 
Ma;bee. Tim foreman stated that the 
doctors had not yet arrived and that 
there were 55 men imprisoned. 


A message received 'from Lost Creek 


at -2:45 states that there was little hope 
for the oa minors imprisoned and that 
the explosion \vas due to a shot blast 
which was immediately followed by a 
dust explosion which filled the entire 
.eastern porion of the mine. A rescue 
force is hard at work in the mine trying 
to reach the imprisoned minors. 


Sixteen bodies have been taken from 


Lost Creek mine*, all horribly burned, 
according to a telephone message receiv- 
ed by the Daily Capital.

The following suggestions for oper- 


ating the Babcock test arc «eut out 
by Dr. J. B, Lindsey and E. E. Hoi- 
laud of the Hatch experiment station, 
says 
American Agriculturist. 
They 


should be followed carefully to secure 
accurate results: Milk or cream should, 
be carefully and thoroughly mixed— 
DCVW by shaking the sample, but by 
gently rotating it and by pouring from 
one vessel to another.. All cream ad- 
hering to the sirtc-s and stopper of the 
retaining vessel nnrst be incorporated, 
and the resulting liquor should show 
no solid particles of fat. A small, fine 
wire sieve Is of great value In detecting 
the imperfect (lumpy) condition of n 
sample and in preparing the same for 
pipetting. 


Pipette Immediately after preparing 


the sample. filling the pipette slowly 
and taking care to avoid air bubbles. 
Hold the pipette in a vertical position 
when lowering the liquid to the mark, 
and always read with the entire merais- 
cus above the line. 
In transferring 


milk or cream to the test bottles avoid 
so far as possible the smearing of the 
entire neck with the liquids. Cream 
testing above 25 per cent of fat should 
always be weighed, as accurate results 
cannot be secured with the pipette. 


In adding the acid turn the bottle 


so as to work down all milk or cream 
adhering to the sides of the neck and 
mix at once.' Rotate the bottle until all 
the lumps of casein are thoroughly dis- 
solved and the resulting mixture Is 
black in color. 
Never slight the mix- 


ing, and avoid throwing lae fat up 
into the neck. 


Whirl at least five, two and two min- 


utes. In ailiug with hot water allow 
the water to raa down the sides of the 
neck and thus avoid stirring up the 
contents of the bottle. In reading the 
column of fat It is safer to use a pair 
of dividers than to trust to the unaided 
oyc. Read the center of the fat columu 
from tbe lowest to the highest limit.

When the calf 
Is habitually taken from the cow bo- 
fore it lias had time to suck, the cow 
will come to her milk naturally and 
without resistance, and this practice 
cannot b« too strongly recommended 
ns a constant rule in the dairy. When, 
however, the trouble has occurred and 
a remedy is sought, we find how pow- 
erless we are to strive with the natural 
instincts of an animal excited to stub- 
born resistance. 
Soothing measures 


nnd perseverance or the nse of the 
milking tubes is the only effective rem- 
edy. 


It has long been the opinion of the 


•writer that tie Ayrshire is one of the 
must, uniform, well developed dairy 
breeds of cattle, and this is mainly due 
to the persistent and consistent policy 
of the Scotch to produce a medium 
sized type with the desirable points 
well developed, says C. S. Plumb in 
Rural New Yorker. A standard weight 
for the Ayrshire cow of mature form in 
Great Britain and the United States 
and Canada is 1,000 pounds, while tht 
males range from 1,200 to 1,500 pounds 
or larger. The colors are' brown and 
white, usually more or less mixed in 
varying degrees. 
In Canada white I 


judge to be the most fashionable color, 
while in the United States the more so- 
ber brown with less white4s most usu- 
al. In Scotland brown is also very prev- 
alent, 
generally 
speaking,' however, 


with some white. 


The best type of Ayrshire is a braad 


backed, deep bodied, short legged sort, 
with an udder of superior shape, being 
well extended iu front and carried up 
behind with a good curve. According 
to my observation, no breed in America 
today will show more high class ud- 
ders, if as many, as will the Ayrshire. 
This perhaps is due to the fact that the 
breed Is not so indiscriminately bred as 
are some breeds of wide distribution. 


The Ayrshire in America Is usually 


kept in Canada, and the northeastern 
United States, there being but few in 
the west. It is a breed of hardy char- 
acter and ieems well suited to the 
more nigged portions of our country. 
This is not a general purpose breed, but 
is rather essentially a dairy type, capa- 
ble of considerable milk production. A 
record of 7,000 pounds of milk a year 
is quite common, and many of. this 
breed hare produced 9,000 and 10,000 
pounds. Princess Aldine produced 1",- 
400 pounds, which is tie largest Ayr- 
shire milk record to my knowledge. 


Haw Oftem to Feed; 


Whether one considers the special 


manner in which cows and air other 
ruminants dispose of their?feed or rea- 
sons by analogy fro» one's personal ex- 
perience-lu eating and its effect.upon 
subsequent digestion, the conclusion ap- 
pears to be irresistible that too frequent 
feeding of cattle is not conducive to 
prolong usefulness and profit whatever 
may be claimed for it for occasional 
spurts, says Hoard's Dairyman. Twice 
in twenty-four hours we consider often 
enough to feed cows, ~but where they 
have beeu accustomed to a noon fod- 
dering of some sort, just as men may 
be accustomed to a lunch between 
meals, it may not. be expedient to 
change. Thero is no'more necessity for 
feeding a cow between morning and 
evening than there is to rise at mid- 
night and feed her. 


There Is auch a thing as having the 


barn arrangements such ag wllltrnake 
it pleasant and agreeable work caring 
for the stock during our long winters, 
or. on the contrary, for want of proper 
arrangements It may be made most dis- 
agreeable nn<l unsatisfactory, says E. 
K. Towle in American Cultivator. 


The stables should be sufficiently 


warm, bet not close anil unventilaterl, 
and there should be plenty of'light for 
all purposes. A dark, low, bad smell- 
ing stable is an abomination to man 
and beast and when the nights get 
cold or there are bad storms the cows 
will-be much better off in the stable 
than out of doors and will exhibit 
their appreciation of such comfortable 
quarters by great contentment and In- 
creased yield of milk. 


Another tiling, It is not wise to un- 


dertake to winter move stock than can 
be well kept and cared for. as this is 
neither pleasant nor profitable. Young 
auiinals should bo kept thrifty and 
growing all winter, and cows givm;:; 
inilk should receive the best of attcn- j 
tion in care and feed, so they may give , 
satisfactory returns at tho pall. 
j 


Aside from the stables for the cows 


and most of the young cattle, it will 
-be very convenient to have several 
pens, which may be used for a variety 
of purposes, as needed. This will be 
found n most convenient arrangement. 
We find It better to tie calves from six 
months to a year old in a stable, the 
same as other cattle. They learn to be- 


• come quiet !n this way and ca:a bo 
' more satisfactorily feel than when sev- 
' eral are in a pen together.
